Judge Hotds That Affinily Cannot De- 
prive Wife of Property Rightfully 
Belonstne to Her 



Judge Charles Whitney, judge of the 
Circuit court of this county Saturday 
morning decided ngainBta 'man's al- 
leged nffinity and decided that no mat- 
ter how strong a hold the woman might 
have upon him, the man has no right to 
deprive his wife and children of pro- 
perty in order to give it to tliegirlof 
whom he was enamored. 

The decision was. rendered in the 
famous Lord vs. Ried case, in which 
Mrs. Emma Lord, of Wau'sau, Wis., 
sought to obtain control of a farm near 
Lake Villa, which her husband, W. F. 
Lord deeded three years ago to Miss 
Genevieve Ried of Rochester, N. Y. 
The case was filled with stories of a 
broken home, of shattered life, and of 
the love of a man for iTwoman. W. F. 
Lord was formerly general passenger 
agent for the Wisconsin Central railroad, 
with offices in Chicago, and was promi- 
ment in railroad circles of that city. He 
resided with his wife and two sons, and 
his family at first w^ nil that could be 
desired. 

Then entered Miss Ried as steno* 
grapher. From the outset, the life of 
Mr. Lord changed. He lavished gifts 
upon the girl, visited her in her East- 
ern home, and the/last face upon which 
his eyes rested in tlie world was the 
face of the girl it is said. 

He had spent practically all ofhis 
money upon her, and sought her hom6 
when he was about to die from heart 
trouble. It was claimed that he in- 
tended to gain a divorce from his wife 
snd wed Miss Reid, but death stepped 
in and stopped the action. • - 

iV^ofiET t'>^ R>fts which Mr. Lord 
j:ave Miss Ried was the farm known as 
the Jas. Kerr farm at Luke Villa valued 
at about $7,000. It was over this 
farm that the case arose. Mrs. Lord 
and her two sons were left practically 
without money, and this farm held all 
their hopes. 

A bill for resulting trust was filed 
before master in chancery, then Elam 
L. Clarke, and Mrs. Lord was defeated 
en th!6 grounds. Thc-bill was amend- 
ed then to show that undue influence 
had been brought to bear upon Mr. 
l.ord and the entire case with all Its 
sordid details was heard again. 

Then before Judge Whitney this 
year the matter of undue influence was 
argued and' Friday the judge sustained 
the contention of the defence in regard 
to the resulting trust, but found that 
undue influence had been used in the 
transfer of the farm. 

The defence was represented by At- 
torneys King, Farmalee and Beaubien 
and Mrs. Lord was represented by 
Cooke, Pope & Pope and Paul Mac- 
r Giifiin of Libertyville. 

The principals of the law contended 
in the case strikes at the root of the 
principle of vested rights.- Had Miss 
Ried obtained a loan on this farm, the 
one loaning the money would have lost 
it, although the title to the land in 
Uself was perfect.

Crazed with jealousy, Pasquale Mar- 
ches! of Kenosha, 27 years old murder- 
ed his wife and her alleged paramour 
Saturday, night, beheading them and 
hacking both bodies with an ax. His 
other victim was Pasquale Marchesic, 
19 years old, his cousin and namesake. 
After having wandered the woods 
twelve hours, while the entire police 
force of Kenosha hunted for the mur- 
derer, Marchesi appeared suddenly with 
hair disheveled and wildly staring eyes, 
a man apparently bereft of reason, be- 
fore Rev. August Bandizzone, pastor of 
the Italian Catholic church, and told 
what he had done. 

With morning's down, he said, the 
specters of his hea'dless wife and his 
other victim, that had haunted him all 
night had driven him to hide in the 
basement of the church In the dark- 
ness there he imagined he heard the 
death cries of his wife and saw horrid 
forms of headless persons rushing at 
him through the blackness. 

Then he rushed from his hiding place, 
went to the home of the parish priest, 
and sought relief in confession. 

"I went home lust night earlier than 
I had expected,"' he told the priest. '*I 
had no suspicion of my wife's unfaith- 
fulness, but just for fun I peeked m at 
hei; bedroom window. I was driven to 
senseless desperation. My wife and 
my cousin, my favorite cousin, were 
embracing each other. Our two babies 
were near by. 

"I became insane. I ran to a wood- 
shed in the rear and seized a lumber- 
man's hand-ax. I returned to the 
chamber window with my only thought 
to revenge myself. -I chopped off my 
cousin's head at the first blow of the ax. 
"My wife started up and fought 
savagely. She begged forgiveness 
throwing herself on her kness. That 
was the end of her. He defense had 
opevcnted the fatal blow, but her pray- 
Fng posture allowed the ax to swing 
freeo." 



While returning to the naval training

Here he arose from the rank of or- 
dinary soamad to seaman and later was 
raised to the position of yoeman, which 
is a degree of petty ofiicer. 

He was but 21 years of age. Almost 
a giant In stature, Regan towered head 
and shoulders over the other recruits 
and enlisted men at the school. His 
home wad in New York city, and it is 
expected that he will be shipped there 
for burial.

Association of Illinois in convention 
today adopted a declaration of prin- 
ciples for the guidance of those who 
would see the Republican party main- 
tained in Illinois, 

The surprise of the clay was the 
wallop taken at the direct primary. 
While it was a foregone conclusion that 
the initiative and referendum would be 
severely denounced, it was not thought 
likely that even the "unhampered" and 
"untrammeled" country press would 
have the courage to stand up and charr 
acterize the direct primary as a rich 
man's law, a useless burden of expense * 
upon the people and a general humbug. 
One hundred of the more prominent 
Republican newspapers of the state 
were represented in the convention and 
not a single editor arose to defend the 
present primary law when the declara> 
tion of party principles was read. Ad- 
mitting that the direct nomination 
might be all right in local elections, the 
pronouncement of the editors calls for 
a repeal of the law affecting all other 
nominations. The declaration stands 
for ihe convention and the representa- 
tive system of government, instead of 
the direct primary and the direct prim- 
ary and the initiative and referendum. 
The text of the pronouncement fol- 
lows: 

"Whereas, The country is on the 
eve of a general campaign, and it is the 
province of the press to stimulate party 
unity and thereby contribute to the 
continuance of the policies which have 
invariably produced prosperity and gen- 
eral welfare. ■ 

"Therefore, we, the Republican Edi- 
torial Association of Illinois, reaffirm 
our loyalty to the principles of the Re- 
publican party. We unqualifiedly ap- 
prove the candidacy of Wm. H. Taft 
for re-election to the Presidency and 
heartily indorse both our national and 
state administrations. 

"We adhere to the Republican prin- 
ciple of protection and favor a scien- 
tific revision of the tariff which contiem-' 
plates the maintenance of the Amerl*^ 
can rate of wages and the American 
standard of living. We are unalterab- 
ly opposed to socialistic doctrines em- 
bodied in the initiative, referendum and 
recall and denounce these measures aa 
destructive of Republican government. 
"We demand from every candidate 
who seeks nomination in the Republi- 
can primary on the state, district and 
county tickets that he publicly pledge 
himself prior to the primary election 
to support the successful candidate and 
we regard the advisory primary vote of. 
the state as a whole on United States 
Senator as binding on members of the 
General Assembly. 

"We recognize that the state wide

"Therefore, we recommend an amend- 
ment to limit nominations by primaries 
to county and minor ofllces, and recom- 
rnend a system of conventions compos- 
ed of delegates chosen by the people at 
primary elections for all nominations 
for , higher thon county offices. These 
conventions should be the final arbiters 
of men and measures within their juris- 
diction."

Nanking.— Tho bombardment of 
Nanking, tho ancient capital of China, 
by the revolutionary forces who have 
surrounded tho city for several days, 
has begun with an apparent doterml- 
naUon that the last stronghold of tho 
Manchua south pt tho Yangtse. must 
eventually fall. 

From the Tiger Hill fort tor several 
hours big guns spoke repeatedly, 
while further up along the northeast- 
ern range, from the top of Purple 
mountain, ovorlooklrig the Ming tombs 
for a fifteen mile soml-clrcle west- 
ward to tho Yaiigtse. smaller torts 
scattered shells Into every section of 

the city. , 

General Wong, second In command 
of the defenders. Is among those killed 
and It Is believed General Chang, chief 
in command, has quit the city, con- 
vinced that Its defense Is doomed to 

failure. 

In tho engagement the rebels exhib- 
ited superb disregard for tho pcrl^g of 
battle and fought with irresistible 
fury, crowding onward over tho bodies 
of dead and dying comrades. 

The Imperialists are known to have 
lost 1,000 men and It Is reasonably 
certain additional hundreds of tho gov- 
ernment troops felL 

LoBsea on the rebel aide were enor- 
mous but theso did not deter the furl- 
OUB advance of the attackers. Tho Im- 
perlallsts. never for a moment given 
opportunity to launch a crushing re- 
taliatory movement, finally fled Into 
the city for shelter. 

During the earllor part of tho day 
the Imperialists attempted a sortie 
against the attacking forces, with a 
view to recapturing their positions 
and guns, but were driven back In- 
Bldo tho wails with heavy losses. The 
Tiger hill batteries, meanwhile, were 
pounding shells into Lion hill. They 
succeeded In silencing tho Manchu 
batteries there, which It Is suspected 
were of little value. 

Tho object of tho first solzuro of 
Tiger hill was shown by tho early ap- 
pearance of four rebel cruisers, and 
later In the day of other warships. 

Although pillage and slaughter Is 
sternly forbidden by the revolutionary 
leaders, there is danger of a massacre 
in Nanking when the city falls.

Much that 
waa published concerning tho details 
was not true, but the awful fact, with- 
out the harrowing circumstances, re- 
mains. For this action I am truly 
sorry and, believing that I am at 
lieaco wllh God and am soon to pass 
Into his presence, this statement la 
made. 
(Signed) 

"HENRY CLAY BEATTIE, JR." 
To. tho coufeaalon was appended a 
note from the clergymen: 

"This statement was algned In the 
presence of. the two attending minis- 
ter s and Is the only statement that 
can and will bo made public by them. 
"Mr. Seattle desires to thank tho 
many for kind letters and oxpreaalons 
I of Interest and the public for what- 
ever sympathy was felt or expressed." 
Beattle went to his death calmly, 
showing not a trace of a breakdown 
In the Iron will which had sustained 
him since ho waa arrested for the slay- 
ing of his' wife.

Wo 
have received In the past a reasonably 
largo Immigration from south of tho 
International boundary, and In this 
connection lot mo.say just a word for 
our American cousins who have found 
happy homes amongst us, and those 
whom wo hope to welcome In greater 
numbers In tho years .^9 come. Tliero 
aro hundreds of thousands of them in 
our prairie provinces, bappy.la.tho en- 
joyment of a freedom as great as they 
ever knew, and all contributing In a 
material way towards tho development 
of Canada. We are not blind to their 
value as settlers. Thoy come bettor 
equipped with Bclcntlflc farming 
knowledge than most of our emi- 
grants and constitute without doubt 
tho wcalthloBt class of emigrants any 
new country has ever known. As 
head of the Immigration departrnont it 
will bo my privilege to offer them a 
■vs'Glcomo hearty and slncoro, and to 
so contribute to their T?elfare that un- 
dor tho protecting folds of Ibo Union 
jQck they will enjoy dTgrent a dcgreo 
of liberty and happiness na under tho 
Stars and Stripes. Tho Borden gov- 
crnmcnt cherlshea nothing but tho 
kindliest feelings for tho people of tho 
great republic to tho south, and will 
do all In Us power to Increase tho 
bonds of kinship and neighborly good 
feeling that has so long existed. 
(Hear, hear.) 

"While wo adopt a vigorous emi- 
gration policy In that country, wo will 
also adopt tho same vigorous policy In 
other parts of tho world. We will go 
to England. Ireland and Scotland, and 
everv other .country Irrospcctlyo of 
race' creed or nationality, where wo 
can 'find suUablo and dealrablo emi- 
grants for this great country.

Tho soil surveys were designed, 
first to ascertain what extensive soli 
typos exist in the great soil areas of 
different ages or formation into -which 
the state as a wholp is naturally di- 
vided; and, second, to locate and'map 
In detail all of the soil types on every 
farm In every county. - The first Is 
known as tho general or state soil 
survey, and the other as tho detail 
or county soil survey. 

The general survey of the state was 
completed In 1007 and the report pub- 
Ushed In Februar'y, 1908. as Bulletin 
123. "The Fertility In Illinois Soils." 
This bulletin contains a colored soil 
map of Illinois, showing the fourteen 
great soil areas of the state, and gives 
an Invoice of tho stock of fertility 
contained In twenty-five of the. most 
Important and most extensive types of 
soil in these great areas; also tho re- 
sults of field experiments conducted 
on the more extensive boU types to 
ascertain .and demonstrate tho rossi- . 



blllty and practicability of different 
methods of soil Improvement 

The accompanying map of the state 
shows that the detail boII survey has 
already been made lu thirty-five coun- 
ties; every remaining county In tho 
state Joins at least one surveyed 
county; and the completion of twelve 
other counties now .agrfecd upon "will 
leave every unsurveyed county Join- 
ing two surveyed counties. 

When the detail soil survey of a 
county Is compJeted, then trustworthy 
soil samples are collected to fairly 
represent every different kind of soil 
In the county, several samples being 
taken of tho more extensive soil typos 
and fewer samples of those types of 
small' area. Tho analyses are now 
nearly completed of all the samples 
from ten counties, thus furnishing an 
accurate Invoice of the stock of fof- 
tllity contained In every different kind 
of soil In those counties. Samples 
from other surveyed counties are now 
being analyzed as rapidly as possible 
with tho force and facilities afforded.

University of Illinois, 
Having selected tho fruit garden's lo- 
cation and the varieties to be planted, 
tho next step Is to prepare the soli 
for tho trees, and these will respond 
In like manner to the reception 'made 
for tliem. Lack of proper preparation 
of the aoll and Its after cultivation has 
been responsible for many failures in 
orchard crops. If the land Is subsoll- 
ed, tho roots will bo able to go deeper 
and suffer less when a particularly dry 
seasons comes. Tile drainage cannot 
bo neglected If the land has a stiff sub- 
soil. Deep plowing and thorough pul- 
verizing of the soli wltli disk and 
smoothing harrows should follow. In 
planting apple trees, set thom at. least 
28 feet apart each way and aa deep 
as or deeper than they stood In the 
nursery rows. Between the smaller 
growing fruit trees the distances need. 
he only one-half, as great as for the 
apple. Kvery season the entire or- 
chard should be cultivated during the 
growing period. Weeds and sod are 
enemies to tho fruit tree as much as to 
the vegetable garden, bo not starve 
your young trees after setting thera 
out They will want some nitrogen, 
and when In bearing, potash and phos- 
phoric acid, and, always an abundairee 
of water, this latter to bo. provided by 
Ullage. 

. Instead of waiting until the trees 
have reached a ripe age, do a little 
pruning every year, taking out a small 
branch here and there In the: head of 
the tree, keeping It airy and giving the

ing. No matter how few his fruit 
trees, Uio Insects and the fungi will 
find thom. In order to fight a winning 
battle with these, ho must have a bar- 
rel spray pump mounted on a wagon, 
and provided wlthhoso and nozzle. For 
fthewing Insects, parls green is used; 
for.Buoklns or scale Insects, whale oU 
•cap 



I Grape vines, like fruit trees, must 
'have careful attention In tho matter 
of fertility, cultivation, spraying and 
pruning. This pruning must withoiit 
fall bo attended to each early spring. 
The reason for this Is that the fruit 
is borne in clusters near the br^o 
of the growing shoots which come 
from wood ot the previous year's 
growth. Each bud of the old cane 
produces a new cane which may bear 
fruit as well aa leaves. If all these 
were allowed to grow and produce 
fruit, an over-abundance and a poor 
quality of fruit would result. It Ib host 
to cut off each cane until about two or 
four buds are left. 

Bush fruits are usually absent from 
the farmer's garden, or at best give but 
a ci*op of fresh meat for the bens. This 
Is unnecoBHary and a fact to be regret- 
ted, for raspberries, blackberries, cur- 
rants and gooseberries have qualities 
top desirable to bo omitted from the 
table. Give thom a place at one aide 
of the orchard, plant thom In rows 
easy of culUvatioa with horse imple- 
mentB, spray thom when they need It 
and the Imrveat will repay you for the 
labor expended on thom. 

The soil should bo most thoroughly 
prepared before the planting Is^dono 
and the best method of planting is In 
rows probably eight rods long. If this 
much space la to be given over to tho 
small fruits, four rows might bo of 
strawberries, one of currants and 
gooseberries, two of blackberries and 
three of ra.spberrie8. Tho strawberriea 
should be 4 feet apart and the plants a 
foot to IS Inches apart In tho row 
Set the plants deep, but not to* cover 
the crown. Cultivate often but not 
more than 2 Inches deep. Cut oft 
runners to .keep tho rows not " 
moro. than IS Inches wide. After two 
years shift to another part of the fruit 
garden, straw mulching Is to bo put 
on as soon as the ground freezes and 
must bo left there until warm weather 
comes again. Raspberry rows must bb 
six feet apart with the plants four 
feet apart in the row. while eight feet 
apart is none too much, for the black- 
berry rows. About four feet each way 
will do tor tho currants and gooaebbr- 
ries. Keep air weeds down, cullivat- 
Ing deep once In the early spring and 
thereafter elvln^ shallow ciUtlvatlTO.

The notorious trial at Lincoln Center, 
Kan., of prominent citizens charged 
with tarring Miss Mary Chamberlain, a 
young school teacher, is finished with 
these results: Two of the defendants," 
John Schmidt and Sherrill Clark, were 
found guilty by . the jury in Judge 
Grover's court A. N. Simms, the 
third defendant, was acquitted. Sen- 
tence on the two men was deferred to 
permit a motion for a new trial. In 
the same court sentence was passed 
upon four confessed assailants, Everett 
G. Clark, Jay Fitzwater, Watson 
Scranton and Edward Tlicord. The 
charge in allcases was assault and bat- 
tery. The sentence was one year in 
the county jail, the extreme penalty in 
Kansas for the offense charged. Also 
the men must pay the cost of prosecu- 
tion. The punishment of these mis- 
creants was that the case demanded 
and what the public had a right to ex- 
pect. The only trouble is that the law 
of Kansas does not indict a heavier 
-punishment for the pfrense. However, 
neither the lawmakers nor the laws are 
to blame for the fact, that there exists 
no special statute with a more appro- 
priate penalty for such a crime. No 
legislotor could ever have imagined 
that in this the twentieth century, in a 
civilized country, anil ;in a decent com- 
monwealth like Kansas, a body of lead- 
ing citizens would band together to 
commit such an incredible act.

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lUVE just quit forty of tho 
most magiiirtccut dogs la the 
world — as big as calves, as 
husky as bears, tis intelligent as 
folks, as pedigreed as princes, as 
meritorious as saints, and ns 
pure and plain-living as their 
masters, tho Augustine canons, 
who, after fifteen years of a 
climate that ia nine months ice 
and snow, break down com- 
pletely, with swelled joints. Im- 
poverished blood and chronic 
rheumatism. 
The dogs are as arlstoc/aiic^s the kings 
"Who In the middle ages sent them collars of 
gold; becanso the first Bernards, tlieir ances- 
tors, were already on the spot, aiding trav- 
elers' In an amateurish way. when St, Bernard 
do Menthon went up from Acsta and founded 
tho Hospice, A. D. 962. Their ancestors, bear- 
fighting dogs of old Charlemagne's court, had 
been left with certain mountaineer chiefs, 
among other payment for aid and neutrality, 
by an earlier Bernard, uncle of Charleraagno, 
when he marched an annv by this route A. D. 
73. ^ 

Thus the great dogs of irai>erlal court race 
were near tho spot when St, Bernard and his 
companions built their famous refuge at tho 
apei of the pass; and to understand their evo- 
lution—why the good monks began training 
them not to be like other dogs— they must have 
an Idea of this majestic short-cut of antiquity 
/rora north Europe into Italy. 

Nowadaya.iijC'tahnels take you through by 
rail. In three-quarters of an hour, but before 
such modern engineering wonders It was dif- 
ferent. Why has Napoleon's— or Hannibal's — 
passage of the Alps remained so striking? Be- 
cause a great army, with Its baggage, camp 
material, supplies, cannons and ammunition 
carts or yet more ponderous elephants. Irruptetl 
unexpectedly on the fertile plains of the south. 
They fell, really, from tho clouds— the clouds 
hanging round the snow capi>ed wall of moun- 
tains! Otherwise, Napoleon must have led 
his army round by the Mediterranean, inter- 
minable Journey that would have surprised 
nobody. 

Otherwise, Hannibal, wandering with his 
hundreds of war elephants from Spain up Into 
France would have been obliged to wander 
back or stay there. Instead, he followed the 
Rhine valley to the entrance of the Great St. 
Bernard, climbed the grand old road, up. up to 
Its snov/ and Ice. elephants and all, and de- 
Bccndcd on the vines and fig trees of Capua, 
to the Immense surprise of the Romans. 

The first army to risk It was a Gaulish one. 
150 years before Hannibal. Tho Romans used 
It as early as D. C. 105; and the monks pro- 
perve tablets that record the passage of vari- 
ous legions. After tho foundation of Aosta. 
R C. 23. It became frequented by travelers and 
traders — n Temple of Jupiter actually stood 
at the top. where now rises the gigantic statue 
of St. Bernard. Roman emperors Improved 
the road, notably Constantino. A. D. 339. Later, 
barbarian hordes fell on the empire from Its 
heights; but in the anarchy of the early dark - 
ngos It became one of the most traveled and 
Eccurest routes of Europe, policed by moun- 
tain chiefs taking moderate toll- xvhence the 
Mg doge oi Charlemagne's uncle. 

So, when St. Bernard founded his Hoaplce 
at the lop. and collected a pack of tho dogs' 
descendants — already evolved to precious 
mountain friends of man— It was to succor 
travelers at the critical point of a unlquo 
highway In the clouds. There were other 
short-cut passes, but none so improved by art 
and continual trafllc. Even today, in spite of 
tlie railway tunnels, the Great St. Benmid U 
annually crossed by 17,000 poor pedestrians 

In the early days, the richer the travelers, 
the more substantially they showed their grati- 
tude. During the middle ages the monastery 
became very wealthy. Kings and emperors 
made It grants. Passing nobles and rich mer- 
chants settled annuities on It." And princesses 
embroidered collars In cloth-of-gold for the big 
dogs— already of ancient descent from Charle- 
magne's court — concerning whose unearthly 
Intelligence and goodness all kinds of stories 
^cre rife. 

Personal frleuda of mine had an adventure 
with the dogs last May. Hearing It to be a 
uporUng ''English" trip to go sleighing over the 
Great St. Bernard after a considerable melting 
of the snowa makes the thing possible, they 
started off, very Parisian trio— retired fashion- 
able ladles' tailor of tho rue Royalc. Paris, 
bis wife and his mother-in-law, weight and 
Rlrth Increasing In tho order mentlonert. 

At Martlgny, In full bloom of peach and 
cherry blossoms, tbey> took a four-horeo car- 
riage up the already dusty road, through tho 
ravine of the pranco.the rocky gorge, the ten- 
der spring buds and the woods, the tunnel, and ■ 
on up through Sentbrancher— where the 
stopped to cool wltlr beer— past ruined cha- 
teaux nnd over- old stone bridges, the Drance 
away down below, often Invisible, imd all de- • 
llghtful. Bprlnglllie, arid their hearla sang, as '. 
tliey went up, like the skylark. • .•., • -Thoy . 
«iclalmed In wonder as they began tp get " 
Tiawa of Mt. Velan with.lts glaciers and snow- / 
flelda. merging; into an ^I1-sqow /yorld begin- 
ning up there, Just above them— so dlfterent 
from the Bocne. In August. On the ^great 
carve beyond Uddes village^ they ifeft chilly. " 
Beyond the Torrent do la Croix they slnick 
finow, and at Bourg St. Piorro-the sl^lgii was 
wnUIng for them. v. . ■ 

The sleigh had been engaged by t^lcphotie; 
ondi)y,the same, means the gpgd monkp. would 
have ti hot dinner and fli*es all ready In their 
bcflrooms. Jingling gaily across .the .Gorge of 
IboValaorey.wIth Its deep snowbanks unraqlt^' 
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ed. they chatted of Napoleon's superhuman 
dimcultles In getting 30.000 men, cannon and 
camp baggage over that historic sticking pot 
In the same month of May. the year 1800. 
They were doing It beautifully In alight three- 
hor'Ee sleigh without baggage; but tho modern 
road, hewn In tho rock, avoids fhc old steep, 
slippery route, scarcely marked by jagged 
stones sticking out of the Ice. It must have 
been a 25 per cent Incline. 

They had struck nothing worse than 7 per 
cent; and through tho forest beyond It was 
often almost level, the snow well packed. A 
favorable moment! Beautiful sleighing! Ex- 
hilarating adventure! Up! up! Five per cent. 
sir. They jingled through a long denic and 
up Into vast boulder-streivh pastures shrouded 
In white, like great ghosts. How different from 
a common diligence trip in August, with hur- 
rahing tourists! They still afflrra that a Ihrec- 
horse sleigh can take three restaurant-fattened 
Parisians and a beer-swelled driver up Inclines 
of 7 and 8 per cent, with strength and beauty, 
had not a blizzard struck them just before tho 
Cantlne de Proz. 

"Five more miles to climb." they said 
there, "better hurry! We shall telephone tho 
canons." This Is where they always telephone 
for help to come down from the Hospice, In 
had weather; but their fat sleigh man had 
Bwlggcd hla birfch-and-hot-water placidly, re- 
fused an extra horse and man. and started 
them off with conlldence. This Is why they " 
were Koon iloundorlng In a blizzard that dark- 
onod tho Bim like night, at tho entrance to a 
black defile., past "precipices" that "turned 
their stomachs." With a jolt, tho sleigh 
stopped. 

"Must wait," said tho fat sleigh man, blanket- 
ing his horses. - . 
"Where are wo?" 

"At (he Pas de Marengo, three miles below 
Iho Hoh-pice." 

"nrtvo on!" • 

"Go back!" 

"Armr.'nrl. he'll take us over a precipice. I 
can't SCO two yards ahead!" 

To all of which the driver, lifting the faHlng- 
lop. covered them with rugs, and lighting his 
pipe, answered brledy: "They'll come." 
■ "Never will I forget thnt half-hour whilothe 
sleiKh: H-an. being snowed undor In the black 
•twilight, ot Ihiit bllzzatd." 6nys tho mothcrrln^ 
jl^w of the world-famed rile Royalo concern. 
."Arid never was I scoilad'. to* eeo human be- 
mgs aa-thoso' three, tiplendld- big doga that' 
advanced to us for.i;ially. gravofy; but of fhe 
'.^'ll^Bh^ ..I cannot' think of them' nsdoigs. .They 
.were more than porBona. They seemed super- 
nfiturnl creatures comb to pave iis^ perfectly 
safely, perfectly easy! Our confidence wnn 
complete. Wo 'Understood thoir meaning, when 
they rouged thomaelves throe abreast, Juet far 
enough apiii-r for ua twd women 'to walk be- 
twoen, leaning on their backs' ."Armand took 
an outer edge. The driver showed hlm.^ 
\. Up they„advancod, dragged. suBtalned and 
-Cljcorfully encouraged by the, dogs alone, as 



they aQIrm, for a mllo and 
a half, tho driver leading 
bis horses behind, and 
keeping mighty close. Ho 
left tho slclgb and valises 
— it was no moment for 
fancy worlt. When tho 
good canon and hlfl two 
brown brothers, with rein- 
forcements of four more 
dogs, came hurrying after 
■ the canine first aid, It was 
possibly a little earlier 
than they remember. Tho 
two miles or moro of 10 
per cent, climb • up tho 
long windings, over tho 
dreary Comb of tho Dead 
and through tho ava- 
lanche gallery, seoma to 
them a fantastic dream of 
blizzard and darkness". Tho 
two men held the mother- 
in-law straddled on one of the horses, with tho 
greatest difficulty. Armand and madamo, 
dragged along by a big dog under each arm- 
pit, "just loved tho noble creaturea."

Although they found tho Pass allvo 
with service movement, mostly local, they con- 
sider themselves great sports and "advlso no 
one to repeat the exploit." As to tho dogs. 
Ihey will "send them a present of 500 franca 
every year." As the first year has not yet 
elapsed. It remains to bo seen If they turn out 
more grateful than the average tourist; but I 
believe they did leave $10 In tho alms box. 

It la a painful subject To merely seo tho 
dogs on the spot and learn of their deeds la 
worlji any man's $10. oVon In August. And. 
quite apart, Is tho question of board and lodg- 
ing. 

The Hospice consists of two vast agglomera- 
tions of buildings in the bottom of a cup-like 
space surrounded by tho terrific snow-covered 
peaks. Yet It Is tho top of tho pnaa. ao high 
that everyone Is Incommoded In breathing 
after a little exertion— no one knows why; hilt 
the amosphero Is more rarefiod and colder 
than that of any other pass, altltudo for alti- 
tude, by n technical 500 meters. True. It is 
higher than the Simpson or Mt Cenia; but It 
Is lower than tho Stolvle or Great GUIblor— 
all of which I have done. In auto, with nono of 
the Inconvenience In .breathing experienced 
around tho Great St Demard Hoaplco. 
. Without tho Hospice, the 17;000' poor pcdca- 
trinna would be In a wretched,. oven dangerous 
plight They, regularly alcop at night and oat 
two mealB gratia,- 

Without the Hospice, 6,000 well-to-do pleas- 
ure tourists, who annually "do" tho Great St 
Bernard In July. August and September by 
way of dlllgoncea, scrvlco-broakH and private 
carriages would find It a much Ices, "ronjantlc 
aiid delightful adventure," with perhaps some 
. painful Inconveniences. 

For one thlug. they would have to pay. When 
a break-load iirrlves. they ring the bell In tho 
ancient porch and are Welcomed* by one- of 
the abbes or canons -as. guests of n..chatepu. 
-Automobllea not' being permitted on thb^SwIaa 
side, tbo all-horao locomotion of this pdas 



makes a stay over night at tho top practically 
necessary. With old-fashioned courtesy tho 
tourists are conducted to tboir rooms by an 
abbe, and' after raeala are shown round tho 
church, tho kennels and rausoum, quite as 
guests In a country faouao. Never a bint of 
pay. Every tourist knows— It la universal con- 
vcraatlon atid all guide books telMt— that each 
tourlat ought (o put Into tho alma box at least 
. what ho (or aho) would have to pay at a hotel. 

All tourists similarly know In advance that 
tho Hospice has grown poor In modern times 
by continuing to feed, warm and lodge 23,000 
mingled rich and poor annually — the grants, 
rents and annuities that onco made It rich 
having shrunk and dwindled. This being co, 
what do you imagino tho 6,000 gay and arro^ 
gant tourists last summer put Into; tbo alms 
box? Lesa than 1,000 would bavb paid at n 
hotel! That Is to say, an average of ono tour- 
ist In six paid up honestly. Tho rest sneaked 
It. - - 

This Is not why tho doga havo a far-away, 
almost disdainful look. They do nptknow why 
tbey aro almost hard up for their soup and 
biscuits. Onco they wore gold collara; now 
they go about contentedly In leather dotted 
with brass nall-heada. They do not even know 
that, rich tourists have tried to buy them for 
largo sums — which tbo good canons gently re- 
fused; they would never send their dog frlenda 
down to pant and pine In (ho thick, hot air ol 
tho plain. They disdain nobody. They almply 
do not like our smell— tho smell of, overheated, 
overfed, gross toiirlBt bodies, burning oxygen 
and letting off polaonoua gases like a furnoco. 

Their friends, the abbea. brothers and clean- 
amelling wood choppera! of the heights ar« 
plain livers, trained down, all muBclo. "iheh 
very'clotbeB free from tho grcaac and mlcrobei 
of tho festering plain. How. then. If they 
avoid us. are they willing to bound off through 
onow and night and hunt out— what they 
smell Bo easily, ao far away— the strong' 
scented denizen of low altltudos In diatreaa? 

In men It would bo called profosalonal ardor. 
In these doga wo call It atavlam. Since 8t 
Bernard do Menthon collected the pack In tha 
year A, D. 9C2, almoat^a thousand years have 
elapsed. Generation after generation, bach 
through the centuries, the aamo patient train- 
Ing, exclualvo companionship of wise men, ab- 
sence of outside foolishness and dlatractlons, 
have made It a race of doga apart There are 
plenty of St Bernards up and down tho valley; 
but they are degenerates from the overflow. 

The doga of the Hospice, for example, taka 
their orders only from tho abbea, or canons, 
not the brown brolhera ("marronnlorp") who 
live with them, feed them, and for whom they 
have the greatest affection. Yet before start- 
ing on ^n expedition, an abbe has tho chlel 
doga up before him. one by one... It pasaea In 
absolute alienee, very queer., When the puro 
minded. strong-Boulcd, trained-down, unworldlj 
man looks Into his eyes, what paaaes Into the 
subconscious boing of the clean-living, high- 
bred, human-companioned animal of the thin" 
air and lonely helghta? -, 

Two Hoaplco dogs have crouched beside an 
exhausted wayfarer^ snuggling cloao to him 
on each side to keep him warm while tho third 
dog ran back, to lead the "caravan" of roacuo 
to tho spot. 

Such a trio of scoula have barked contln- 
uoualy In the enra of a weakening, aturabllne 
traveler to keep him awake. Two trudged 
BO cloao to him on each side as to warm and 
hold him upright— while tho third butted him 
alonji from behind a good five mlniitea before 
dashing back to bring tho caravan. 

Any .visitor In anow time la given the 
privilege to wander off and hide behind a drift 
-as far na ho plcasos, covering hia tracka 
at pleasure. Then an abbb will take a new 
bunch of six dogs from the kennela.'moroly 
Bhow them' your hondkor<5hlof In hla uplifted 
hand— of - course they got tbo r acent— and off 
they go, circling, barking, as at a game, Aft^r 
two crlclea of tho Hp5plce,-at tho ■ most, rup- 
nlng with their noaea In the air. llko a Frenoh 
deer hound, tHey havo your trail and follow 
-if straight to whorp.you are waiting to be 
rcecped. Then you get your second Eurpriao. 
Instead of digging you out aqd" offorlng you 
a drihU of brandy and water from the cantoena 
round their necks, thoy atand In a circle, laugh- 
ing at you. You know how a dog laugha? 

Teohnlcally, the pass la "open to circula- 
tion" ;botween tho molting and reappearance of 
the anows in .July. August and September. 
During this period, when tho road lo alive with 
tralhe over good dry earth, and rocli, the 
rcBcuo work la limited to hunting up ndventiir- 
oun tourlata or tipsy "work-aoeklng" laborers 
who have strayed or, fallen. In bad weather, 
and as soon aa there la anow, 'tho tolophono 
makes rescue. work a routine. From St. Ilhomy, 
on the Swiss slopo, a telephone message In- 
variably .notifies the Hoaplce of tho pasaago 
up of each vohlclo. band of pedestrlana or apll- 
tary adventurer.

n Athena rovlBlts her proteges, the 
Bplnnera and weavers, tho divinity 
must rejoice at the products of their 
looms. Even a goddess might wonder 
at the beauty and splendorj)f ribbons. 
In them the colorlat Indulges his dain- 
tiest and most gorgeous fancies. This 
allows their use In dress accessories, 
giving' to the toilette a touch ot that 
"splendor dear to women." 

Just now the vogue of the fancy 
hand bag (nearly all ot them made of 
brilliant ribbons) helps solve tho prob- 
lem of selecting a Christmas gift. Bags 
arc always a good choice, but never 
so popular as now. Six new ones are 
shown here, made of various hinds of 
ribbon No. 1 1b .a vIvldAroae-colored 
confection madd of brocaded and plain 
satin ribbon. Two panels of brocade 
are sot together with a puft of the 
plain ribbons. Tho ribbon Is rnundod 
at the top and the edges and atinns 
finished with tiny, blue glass beads, 
strung on a thread wire. A casing la 
run In about tho top and narrow satin 
ribbons servo to close and suspend 
the bag. It is finished with two little 
bead tassels at the sides. 

No, 2 Is a bag of black molro lined 
with deep purple faille ribbon. It Is 
decorated with tiny rosea made of 
ribbon in purple and old gold and to- 
llago In dull green, sewed fiat to the 
bag. Small black silk tassels finish 
tho bag. It is Buapended. with narrow

purple satin ribbon terminating in 
little rosettes ot loops. 

No. 3 pictures a brilliant flame-col- 
ored bag made of four strips ot satin 
ribbon and four ot sold gauze ribbon. 
Narrow satin ribbon suspends tho bog 
terminating In ends- finished with a 
rosette at each side. A taaacl made 
of tho narrow ribbon flnlsheB the bot- 
tom. The bag Is drawn up by an clas- 
tic cord run in a casing about tbo top. 
No. 4. This lovely handbag is made 
of brocaded faille ribbon showing darb 
red and purple roacs and dull green 
foliage, on a blaclc ground. It la lined 
with dark red and bound with old gold 
braid. A loop on tho flap fastens over 
a button covered with the gold braid. 
Gold 'thread tassels and a gold cord 
finish thd bag. 

No. 5. Tills new "aeroplane" hand- 
kerchief bag Is made of pink Dresden 
ribbon, with printed fiowers. It con- 
sists of all lengths shirred over sup- 
porting wires. It Is tied with narrow 
pink satin ribbon and suspended by 
this with rOBOttcB of loops finishing 
tho ends. 

No, G, A bag ot brocaded eatln Ifl 
lined with dark natler blue faille rib- 
bon and finished with many loops and 
ends at tho sides, of narrow blue 
satin ribbon. It 1b drawn up at the 
top by a casing through which the 
narrow ribbon Is run.
